Last winter the subjeet was 
brought to my mind once again by Norris 
Bowden, the distinguished — Canadian pair 
skater, when he and his partner Frances Dafoe 
Were practising on the Kulm rink at.

The idea really started with the ‘ Festival 
of Empire held in London in 1901, but the 
first BB. & C. Games were held in 1980 at 
Hamilton, Ontario, Canada. Followed by the 
Games in London in 1934, then at Sydney, 
Australia in) 1988 and at) Anekland, New 
Zealand in 1950. 

The sports engaged in are :—Athleties, 
Boxing. Cycling, Lawn Bowls, Rowing, Swim- 
ming. Diving, Wrestling (Free Style). Fencing 
and Weightlifting are added for 1954. It will 
be seen that “ the programme is limited, with 
no team sports, to allow general representation 
with small teams” (here I have quoted Mr. 
K. S. Dunean, Hon. S$ This and the 
additions for 1954 at Vancouver should 
encourage us. 

There are twenty-four afliliated countries . 
Australia, Bermuda, British Guiana, Canada, 
Ceylon, England, Fiji, Gold Coast, Hong Kong, 
India, Jamaica, Malaya, Malta, New Zealand. 
Nigeria. Northern Ireland, Pakistan, Southern 
Rhodesia, Northern Rhodesia, Kenya, Seot- 
land, South Africa, Trinidad, Wales. It will 
be observed that cach eomponent part of Gt. 
Britain including of course Northern Ireland 
has its own governing body. It is obviously 
impossible to give more than a bricf outline of 
the Constitution, but discerning readers will 
see more than one point of interest in the 
above extracts. 

Thus, after much careful thought I put to 
readers of Skating World the suggestion implied 
by the title of this article. 

Let us then examine the possibilities arising 
from the idea and let us see if, without inter- 
fering in any way with any national or inter-\ 
national body, the ideals, which many people 
consider to be in line with modern thought and 
conditions, could be brought into effect through 
the medium of a British Empire and Common- 
wealth Skating Mederatiot 

Although it is not convenient for the British 
Empire and Commonwealth Games Federation 


ST, 


to admit skating at the Moment. that is no 
reason why we skaters on both ice and rallers 
throughout our large family of nations should 
not build up an organization on similar lines. 
Nor is there any reason why these Games 
should not be held eve Y year, or if this is not 
possible, ev ry second year, 

There are of course many countries where 
ice skating would present certain ditheulties, 
but now, with the case and specd of travel, 
students from these countries are constantly 
in Britain and other places where there are 
considerable facilities and every encourage- 
ment to start. Morcover, through the tourmne 
tee shows which have travelled even as far 
afield as India, the charm and faseination of our 
sport has been made known to millions who 
formerly had no knowledge of it whatsoever: 
and as far as roller skating is concerned, there 
should be no problem at all. 

J think the next important matter to receive 
consideration should be the ever-discussionable 
question of amateurism. Modern trend is most 
definitely towards a point of compromise 
between pure amateurism—in the old fashioned 
sense of the term—and the complete abandon- 
ment of the old, inflexible, unbending rules, 
There are many authorities who are of the 
opinion that it is far better to face facts and 
to direct this trend from pure amateurism, 
rather than to allow it to drift goodness knows 
where —developing aimlessly and _pilit up 
untold trouble for future generations. Under 
new rules, drafted with a knowledge of sport in 
general, yet keeping in mind the artistic as 
well as the athletic value of figure skating. it 
would be possible to hold both amateur and 
“open” competitions. 

All this leads me once again to the idea, one 
that T have had im mind for many years, of the 
formation of a British Empire and Common- 
Ith Winter Sports Nederation, which. given 
good will, should present no great dilliculty, 

When we call to mind the letter of Ficld- 
Marshal Viscount Montgomery dealing with 
* Open Olympie Events.” published in’ The 
Times on January 30. 1952—extracts from 
which appeared in my artiele * This Ama- 
teurism "in Skating World in October last— 
we see inter alia that the skiers have advanced 
with the times in a most commendable way, 
which might be studied with advantage by 
many other sports legislators —especially those 
In command of figure skating, 

Tt must be remembered that figure skating 
is not only a sport. but is also the foremost 
“athletic art.” depending more and more on 
musie and the ballet, and in the case of the 
arena and theatre tee spectacles, on decor, 
choreography and mise-en-secne in general, and 
that it comes to resemble its sister art in an 


ever-inereasing temp, more anid more each 


In the arts, amateurism exists only to the 
point where a measure of exeellence has been 
attained, when the amateur in the majority of 
cases adopts his art as his earcer, making it his 
life's work, Much the same thing is happening 
in figure skating to-day, where. in the majority 
of cases, a victor’s crown leads to stardom and 
considerable finaneial gain. 

Under an) Empire and Commonwealth 
Skating Ferderation, many other mteresting 
and far-reaching stiggestions could be tried 
out—such as new figures, new dances and new 
eoneeptions of dancing, new methods of 
ing and judging, all of which would 
receive a quicker. more practical and objective 
Investigation than is possible when every onc 
of such suggestions must be translated imto 
several languages, the deepest meaning in 
consequence being yery often lost in’ the 
process, 

Tt may be argued that any nation can try 
out such proposals locally, as it were. But 
such experiments or even discussions cannot 
have the same significance as they would have 
if skaters of many English-speaking countries 
were engayed. 

It is true that the skaters of the Empire are 
eligible for the British Championships. but 
entries from overseas have been very limited. 
The only winners “ from away ” to date havc 
been, the Ladies by the late Mrs. Constanee 
Wilson Samuel of Canada in 1 and the 
Men's by Arthur Apfel of South Africa in 
1946 and Adrian Swan of Australia in L951. 
With the ease and speed of modern travel, a 
different. Empire venue could be used on each 
oceasion, giving a wonderful opportunity for 
Interchange of views, not only on sport but on 
many other matters of interest, between the 
young people, the future rulers and guardians 
of the destiny of our race. 

At present, it is true, the rules, the constitu 
tion, the tests, ete, of the many governing 
bodies are not the same, and were these co- 
ordinated it would help considerably. Chis 
co-ordination should net be impossible of 
achievement, for free and frank discussion 
would be far easier than at present. 

The logical outcome of all this is an Empire 
and Commonwealth Winter Sports Federation, 
comprising with skating, ski-ing, curling, bob- 
sleigh and toboggan. AS a basis for this weal I 
think a meeting between skaters and skiers is 
a first essential, and on the same score 1 ean 
foresee nothing but close collaboration from 
the other winter sports people. With twenty- 
four nations associated, the titles to be gained 
would rival in importance any others, Just as 
they do in the “ Empire Games.” 
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That the new Federation would need some 
finance in the formative period is certain. But 
this should not be too difficult, especially if 
immediately after its inception Empire and 
Commonwealth Skating Competitions on both 
ice and rollers were held in London, ina 
mammoth meeting including figures, dance and 
speed. Here would be the great opportunity 
lo give international status to indoor ive speed, 
whieh demands such a high standard of tech- 
nique, athletic and skating ability, recognition 
of which is denied by the International Skating 
Union, mainly, one is inclined to think, because 
of a complete ignorance of it by the majority 
of members of the Council of that body. 

In fact all that [ have said herein would be 
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perfectly feasible and the aspirations of all 
be investigated by authorities motivated by a 
desire for progress and guided by men who haye 
not forgotten the practice or the need fop 
constant study of the art of skating in all its 
branches. Men with a knowledge and under. 
standing of other sports, games and pastimes, 
or whatever you eare to call them. together 
with their alhed arts. Men who are not hide 
bound, but oepen-mmded and filled with  q 
desire to further the cause of skating, Finally, 
men without a mental frontier guarding their 
own particular nationality, but united as they 
have been in greater things, and prepared not 
only to forego slick advants but even to 
make sacrifices in order to ensure success,

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TTHEK 257rn 
biennial Con 
gress of the ISU, 
held at Stresa in June, 
some 182 proposals 
from various nations were discussed. Many of 
these were concerned with ice dancing. and it 
will be interesting to examine what changes 
have emerged from the Congress in this 
department of skating. 
_ Itis good news to he able to report that the 
first European Championship in ice daneing 
will take place this season, It will be held at 
the new rink at Bolzano, Italy, at the end of 
January, 1954. The institution of a European 
Champronship was originally a British proposal 
al the 1951 Congress at Copenhagen, but whilst 
a World Championship was approved at that 
meeting it was generally felt’ that Anglo- 
American superiority over other countries was 
so marked at that time that conditions were 
not ripe for a championship where we should 
be without American opposition ; however, 
it was agreed that a European Championship 
would eventually be held. At the recent 
Congress, Austria once more took up the 
eudgels for a European in the 1953-54 
season—and this time there was no opposition. 
Another alteration is the abolition of the 
pernicious grouping system. In recent years, 
competing couples have for their free dancing 
been divided into groups on the basis of their 
marks for the compulsory dances. If, for 
example. twelve couples competed they were 
divided into three groups and these groups 
did their free dancing poorest group first. best 
group second and middling group last, the 
order within each group being determined by 
Jot. In future there will be no grouping and 
the order for the free will be decided by a 
straight draw. 


Two alterations are made to the Argentine 
Tango. The two one-beat edges of RFI and 
LFO (steps 20 and 21) are deleted from the 
dance, which proceeds directly from LFO 
(step 19) to a four-beat cross-rolled RFO (now 
step 20, but formerly step 22). The manner 
of performing these steps is only slightly, 
though perceptibly, affected by this change. 

The second alteration is really a reversion 
to the original form of the dance; the edges 
after the lady’s twizzle (she is on RFO and

beats to four, a thodification which will please 
nearly all of us. Tt should be explained that 
afew ye 


rs ago when international agreement 
on the dances was being obtained, an objection 
was made that the dance sequence oecupied 
58 beats of music, i.e.. Ub) bars, meaning that 
if the dance was started on heat one, the next 
sequence commenced on beat three. To over- 
come this, two beats were taken off the dance 
at what was then thought to be the most 
convenient place —the edge after the twizzle— 
which was cut from four to two beats. Experi- 
ence has however shown that this was 2 mistake 
and that an attractive movement in the dance 
suffered by this curtailment. This edge has, 
therefore, now been reinstated at four beats 
and the exeess two beats have been removed 
from the danee by the deletion of steps 20 
and 21, This is an international change, but 
there is little doubt that the NSA Tee Dance 
Committee will at an carly meeting be making 
asimilar alteration in the gold test schedule. 

Incidentally, a French proposal at the 
Congress was for a definition of the twizzle, 
which I am duly asked to supply and which 
now goes into the international glossary of 
dance terms as follow 

Twizzle: A twizzle is a rotation through 
a complete revolution performed so rapidly 
that it takes place almost on one spot, The turn 
is made counterwise off a forward outside edge. 
the weight being kept largely on the skating 
foot but with the free foot kept close beside 
it ready to skate a forward outside edge at the 
completion of the turn. 

It may not always be appreciated that. 
although the man’s step in the European 
Waltz 1s invariably skated as a eross roll in 
this country. it has long been optional to skate 
an open stroke, both internationally and under 
NSA rules. This option has now been removed 
and the eross roll beeomes compulsory. This 
will not affect us as we have always considered 
that the cross roll gives a smoother change of 
rotation than the open stroke. 

Vinally, a major alteration and one which 
may provoke some controversy is, that in 
future international events lifts and jumps 
are completely excluded from Free Dancing 
and spins may only extend to one and a half 
revolutions, Naturally the question will now 
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he asked—what is going to happen in our 
NSA tests and) championships 7 But this 
is a point that the Ice Dance Committee Is 
considering and [ cannot anticipate its decision. 
Internationally, however, it will certainly mean 
that the highlights of a free dance programme 
will suffer a basic change and in place of lifts 
and jumps there will be a veering round to 
novel dance moves and combinations, executed 
tn impeecable style and with closer attention 
than ever to the rhythm and character of the 
music, Phere 1s plenty of seope for our 
Inventive genius here and [ am certain that 


many interesting and delightful moves will be 
evolved asa resull of this enforced focussing of 
our energies ina new direction. For it must 
regretfully be admitted that in the past —and 
Tam referring now to the free in many silver 
and gold tests lifts and jumps have often 
been literally peppered into programmes with 
little or no regard for their appropriateness, 
musical scheme or the general

There is a possibility of a elub being formed at the 
new Murrayfield Tee Stadium at Edinburgh— it is hoped 
fo put on some first-class exhibition racing to show the 
Edinburgh folk how exciting speed ean be, and so 
encourage the powers-that-be at that rink to start a 
lub.

However, once 
they reach the top, they will find it harder to keep 
there than it was getting to the top! They have the 
material, even if their star man Norman Holwell does 
decide to go outdoors and show the Seandinavians that 
more than one Englishman can challenge them in their 
national sport. Anyone who saw Nottingham. last 
season will know that their achievements were not due 
to the prowess of just one skater, but to well-balanced 
team-work. [If they can maintain present progress, then 
they may well take their place among the really great 
speed teams of all time.

They have every- 
thing to gain and nothing to lose, Everybody will be 
watching them with great interest. [f they are suceess- 
ful, some will ask “Why ean’t we have two clubs at 
other rinks ? and no one can deny that it is a 
shortage of clubs that is hindering our progress at 
present.

Hi IS another of those epic ice spectacles from 
the Tom Arnold store of great entertainments 
This one brings the famous story of * Chu Chin

The brilliance that one always associates with the 
East is here in all its magnificent splendour the charm 
of old Baghdad, exotic costumes, beautiful slaves and

Yes indeed! This first summer production, devised 
and produced by that old master Gerald Palner, lives 
up fe, and in fact surpasses any of his previous ice 
shows.

Th 
skating ts also cut to a minimum as far as difficulty is 
concerned, but we now appreciate that a show on ice 
does net call for championship grade. The idea ts 
simply to portray a character and perform to a pleasing 
standard the setual skating required 

This is in fact carried out admirably. Gloria Nord 
who stars as the slave girl Marjanah execls in keeping 
her audience happy—all with very little effort. For 
the first time we see what a tiny yet perfeet figure she 
is, for her costumes which are very beautiful are at the 
same time on the seanty side. This prompts us to 
wonder if this will now be the trend in ice shows of the 
future, beeause apart from Gloria, in the Harem scene 
a number of showgirls, again seantily attired, take a 
dip in a scented foam bath—after Denise Vane has 
performed her version of the Dance of the Seven Veils '! 

Whilst) Gloria upholds the Ameriean standard, 
British prestige is never in doubt whilst delightful 
Sheila Hamilton is on the ice. This girl is a show 
stealer, simply oozing eharm and personality—and has 
a neat solo too ! 

A neweomer to Wembley shows is Eddie Delbridy 
avery likeable American from Los Angeles, He started 
work as a singer, took to skating and then teamed up 
with Gloria Nord.
